scheduled to give the University of 
Missouri a hearing on its 1933-34 
budget in Jefferson City Wednesday 
night, university officials, members 
of the faculty and 
students here 
are awaiting with interest what ac­ 
tion will be taken to determine the 
institution’s future during the next 
two years. 


W hile 
no 
official 
annouucement 
has been made here, President Wal­ 
ter Yt illiams is expected to outline 
the school’s needs for the biennial 
period 
before 
the 
appropriations 
committee just as he did tw'o years 
ago. 
Copies of the 1931-32 biennial re­ 
port of the board of curators of 
the university to 
the general 
as­ 
sembly have been made available to 
members of the state senate and 
house of representatives in the last 
W'eek, 
In this report, the board of cura­ 
tors has requested a total of $3,991.- 
146 for the intramural activities of 
the 
university. 
This 
amount 
is 
classified as follows: 
salaries, $2,- 
125,000; 
laboratory, scientific, gen­ 
era! 
educational 
equipment 
and 
minor improvements on land. $174- 
646; new- buildings and land, $1,041,- 
500; repairs and replacements. $300,- 
000 and operations, $350,000. In ad­ 
dition, $579,890 has been requested 
fo rthe extramural activities of the 
school. 
The state tax commission, on the 
other hand, recommended an appro­ 
priation last month of but $1.496,- 
S90 for the university itself, and an 
additional 
$366,595 
for 
the 
extra­ 
mural activities. 
Under the caption, “Meeting the 
Crisis of 1931-32,” the biennial re­ 
port slates: 
'‘WTien, in the fall of 1931, it be­ 
came 
apparent 
that 
the 
income 
from state revenues w'ould be great­ 
ly 
reduced 
and 
that 
the 
money 
available 
to the university would 
fall 
far 
helow' 
the 
appropriations 
which had been made, the adminis­ 
tration at once set about to meet 
this 
financial 
crisis. 
So 
complete 
w'as the cooperation of the entire 
university staff, including all of the 
employes, that the expenditures for 
the biennial 
period were far less 
than 
the 
sums 
appropriated 
and 
fell within the total which w’as re­ 
commended by the governor after 
having held out large sums. 
“Tliis result w'as produced as fol­ 
lows: by cutting down severely on

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Feb. 4— Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt will curtail 
somewhat her activities w'hen she 
moves into the White House next 
month. 
But not, she said tonight, because 
of any criticism there may have 
been aimed at her because of them. 
“I have realized all along,” Mrs. 
Roosevelt said, "that I shall have 
to give up a good many things on 
March 4. Some of them do not mat­ 
ter. Some of them mean a good deal 
to me. 
“ W hat some people do not seem 
to understand is that I am really 
nt)t doing anything that I haven’t 
done a long time. It’s only Franklin’s 
position that has brought them to 
the attention of people. 
“I shall drop a good many things 
w'hen we go to Washington. But, 
you see, we aren ’t in Washington 
yet, and—until March 4 my husband 
will still he a private citizen. Until 
March 4 I hope I shall be permitted 
to enjoy the privileges accorded the 
wife of a private citizen.” 
Recent editorial discussion of Mrs. 
Roosevelt’s activities in the 
New 
York new'spapers has brought a flood 
of letters both to her and to the 
newspaper offices. Like the editorial 
comments 
themselves, 
the 
letters 
have show'n a marked difference of 
opinion over the course she had 
follow'ed in recent months. 
Among the activities Mrs. Roose­ 
velt expects to give up, in addition 
to her position at the Todhunter 
school of girls, are her radio talks 
on a commercial hour, several writ­ 
ing contracts, 
and 
much 
of 
her 
speaking. As far as she knows now, 
she said, she will continue as editor 
of "Babies—Just Babies.” 
"Those other contracts run out 
anyway before March 1,” she said. 
"And I have never had any inten­ 
tion of renewing them. And of course 
I realize that I shan’t have so much 
freedom in the m atter of speaking 
in public. I shall make very few' 
speeches. 
“I shall not, of course, lend 
m y 
name to an>thing that might be 
used 
for 
advertising 
promotion. 
T hat’s another thing that the wife 
of the President cannot do. 
“I suppose I have made some mis­ 
takes. In one case I honestly did 
not 
realize 
what 
w'as 
happening 
until I saw’ the results. 
I saw' then that I had been fooled, 
felt properly chagrined, 
but 
saw 
no reason 
why I 
should make a 
fuss about it. Nor do 1 now. 
“ I shall go on w'ith my writing, 
although of course I have no idea 
w’hatever of writing about politics 
or Franklin's position. I like to^w'rite 
and I’ve done good deal of it m the 
last few' years. 
“ It may be true that Franklin’s 
name does help to sell my articles. 
It is also true that I wrote and sold 
magazine articles before that ele­ 
ment entered in. I’ve had rejection 
slips in my day—and I expect to 
have more. I don’t mind them. 
Mrs. 
Roosevelt 
takes 
criticism 
with unruffled calm. She has felt 
quite sympathetic, she said tonight, 
tow'ard some of her critics.

A plea for future operation

resolutions adopted late Friday by 
more than 125 farmers here for a 
regional 
meeting of the 
Missouri 
Livestock Association. 
Charging that “the very purpose 
of the State Fair is stifled by the 
present entrance fee system,” the 
resolution urged that Gov. Guy B. 
Park and the state legislature take 
steps toward an exposition free of 
admission charges. 
“W’e feel that the State Fair is 
an educational institution and can 
be operated w'lthout a gate fee,” 
the resolution declared. 
“It is the sense of the resolu­ 
tion committee that the present en­ 
trance fee or charge system is a 
direct hindrance to the attendance 
and in this w'ay stifles the very 
purpose of the State Fair, wdiich is 
educational. 
“We believe that if the records 
are observed relative to other free 
fairs, it will prove 
that 
a 
‘free 
fair’ can be operated, and profitably 
, so, from the standpoint of making 
the overhead charges.” 
A resolution aimed at mortgage

W hile the first year of Jesus' ministry spent in 
Judaea was one of comparative obscurity, thr* 
second year, spent largely in Galilee was one oi 
great'popularity’* Great rtvultitudes came from all 
sections to hear him and thronged him so that he 
withdrew into a boat and preached from iL 


The opposition of his enemies increased w ith hi.s 
popularity. 
This made Jesrus feel the need of 
selecting men to carry on his teaching after his 
death. 
B u t before selecting them he spent the 
entire night in prayer alone with God on a 
mountain. 


A fte r this night of prayer Jesus called his dis­ 
ciples to him and from them he chose twelve, 
whom he called apostles, *‘that they might be 
with him and that he might send them forth” .

lished west of the Mississippi river. 
But Joseph Charless had more to 
fight than m erely the rigors of a 
harsh frontier.

intimidation, 
and

him 
w’as 
infinitely 
more important, he had to fight for 
the freedom of the press. 
Fo r articles that appeared in his 
newspaper, whether he was author 
of them or not, he was sometimes 
attacked on the streets of St. Louis. 
Once a. prominent man spit in his 
face and threatened him with a pis­ 
tol. Another tim e Charless was shot 
at, 
but 
unharmed, 
by 
a 
hidden 
enemy as he walked in his garden. 
But Joseph Charless never surren­ 
dered the right to print in his paper 
all manner of communications, no 
matter 
how 
they 
affected 
certain 
factions or classes of society. 
From a historical viewpoint, one 
of the most im portant incidents in 
the editorial career of Joseph Char­ 
less 
and 
the 
history 
of 
Missouri 
journalism took place in his news­ 
paper office at St. Louis on Febru­ 
ary 6, 1S14, just 119 years ago this 
week. On that winter Sunday, five 
men accosted the editor for articles 
that had been printed in hJs paper. 
And out of the encounter came the 
first 
opposition newspaper in M is­ 
souri history, the second newspaper 
in Missouri.

Benjam in Howard, for­ 
mer governor of the Territory of 
Missouri, 
and

ment. A
